The  soldiers,  sensible  that,  by  quitting  the  array,  they 
would  forfeit  the  vast  arrears  due  to  them,  and  eager  to  get 
possession  of  the  promised  treasures,  demanded  a  battle 
with  all  the  impatience  of  adventurers  who  fight  only  for 
plunder.  The  Imperial  generals,  without  suffering  the  ardour 
of  their  troops  to  cool,  advanced  immediately  towards  the 
French  camp.  On  the  first  intelligence  of  their  approach, 
Francis  called  a  council  of  war,  to  deliberate  what  course 
he  ought  to  take.  All  his  officers  of  greatest  experience 
were  unanimous  in  advising  him  to  retire,  and  to  decline  a 
battle  with  an  enemy  who  courted  it  from  despair.  The 
leaders  of  the  Imperialists,  they  observed,  would  either  be 
obliged  in  a  few  weeks  to  disband  an  army  which  they  were 
unable  to  pay,  and  which  they  kept  together  only  by  the 
hope  of  pillage ;  or  the  soldiers,  enraged  at  the  non-perform- 
ance of  the  promises  to  which  they  had  trusted,  would  rise 
in  some  furious  mutiny  which  would  allow  them  to  think  of 
nothing  but  their  own  safety ;  that,  meanwhile,  he  might 
encamp  in  some  strong  post,  and,  waiting  in  safety  the  arrival 
of  fresh  troops  from  France  and  Switzerland,  might,  before 
the  end  of  spring,  take  possession  of  all  the  Milanese  without 
danger  or  bloodshed.

But  when  we  spend  in  waste  what  God  hath  given  us  in 
plenty ;  when  we  sacrifice  our  youth  to  folly,  our  manhood 
to  lust  and  rage,  our  old  age  to  covetousness  and  irreligion, 
not  beginning  to  live  till  we  are  to  die,  designing  that  time 
to  virtue  which  indeed  is  infirm  to  everything  and  profitable 
to  nothing  ;  then  we  make  our  lives  short,  and  lust  runs  away 
with  all  the  vigorous  and  healthful  part  of  it,  and  pride  and 
animosity  steal  the  manly  portion,  and  craftiness  and  interest 
possess  old  age :  we  spend  as  if  we  had  too  much  time,  and 
knew  not  what  to  do  with  it ;  we  fear  everything,  like  weak 
and  silly  mortals,  and  desire  strangely  and  greedily,  as  if  we 
were  immortal ;  we  complain  our  life  is  short,  and  yet  we 
throw  away  much  of  it,  and  are  weary  of  many  of  its  parts ; 
we  complain  the  day  is  long,  and  the  night  is  long,  and  we 
want  company,  and  seek  out  arts  to  drive  the  time  away,  and 
then  weep  because  it  is  gone  too  soon.  But  so  the  treasure 
of  the  Capitol  is  but  a  small  estate  when  Caesar  comes  to 
ringer  it,  and  to  pay  with  it  all  his  legions.

PRIZE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Four  Foundation  Scholarships,  out  of  the  whole  number  of  Forty-four,  have 
been  thrown  open  by  several  Orders  of  the  Governors  since  1850  to  general  com- 
petition in  the  School.  The  conditions  under  which  a  boy  may  become  a  candi- 
date are  the  following  : — 

That  he  should  have  entered  the  fourteenth,  and  not  exceeded  the  sixteenth 
year  of  his  age  on  the  25th  day  of  March. 

That  a  declaration  be  signed  by  his  parent  or  guardian  to  the  effect  following, 
viz.  that  he  requires  some  such  assistance  as  is  afforded  by  this  Foundation,  in 
order  to  ensure  the  completion  of  the  boy's  education  at  the  University ;  and  that, 
in  case  he  shall  obtain  such  assistance,  it  is  his  intention  to  send  him  to  the  Uni- 
versity. 

That  it  be  certified  by  the  Schoolmaster  that  he  has  been  on  the  list  of  the 
School  at  least  one  year,  and  that  his  moral  conduct  has  been  satisfactory.

The  friends  of  the  late  Hon.  J.  C.  Talbot,  of  Charterhouse  and  Christ  Church, 
being  desirous  of  connecting  his  name  perpetually  with  the  School  at  which  he 
received  his  education,  have  raised  a  Fund  for  the  establishment  of  a  Scholarship 
tenable  by  Carthusians  at  any  one  of  the  four  Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge, 
Dublin  or  Durham,  together  with  an  annual  Gold  Medal  and  a  Prize  of  Books. 
For  the  Medal  and  the  Books  all  boys  who  have  been  two  years  in  the  School 
may  compete,  but  the  Scholarship  is  confined  to  Oppidans.
